Tut new torpedo cruisers Almirante Condell avd

Seey will go through the Straits of Mag+l'an 
in charge of Chilhan officers recently sent over the 
Andes to join them. The cruiser lcomayo will 
escort the two pew cruisers throngh tbe straits of 
Magellan, and thev will probably be met bv the 
ironelud Blanco Encalada, one of the veasels of the 
insurgent 1: avy, which is to lie in the peigbborbood 
of Uape Pillar, on the Pacific side, to intercept them 
and give them battle.

The Navy Department bas been informed that the 
Newark bas received ber ammuniion and stores 
and is vow practically ready for sea, She is to be 
taken from the Cramp’s Yard totbe League Island 
Yard, and docked to nave ber bottom puioted, how- 
ever, before she finally sails. The delay is not, bhow- 
ever, on account of ber gun carriages, as erroveously 
stated last week, for, with theexception of some 
Hotebkies ammunition, the ordnance equipments 
were complete some days ago.

* By giving up the belt and the armor beneath the 
barbettes we can bave a slup 2,400 tons smaller than 
the Barfleur, with two koots higher *peed. ard im- 
mens ly superior protection. The New York's ar- 
mament, though probably slightly hghter, is much 
more Dumerous, and, as her 8in. guns can easily 
pierce the Barfleur’s barbettes, would be the most 
effective. Hada the same same system been ar plied 
to the Barfleur. we might bave bad asbip that could 
bring the New York to action and beat ber. At 
present we bave nothing tnat can do this, our only 
two ebips of superior speed being, though larger, 
far inoferior in armament and protection. Nox is the 
New York the only foreign ship of which tbis is 
true. No. 12 wil probably be under all circum- 
stances probably a kaot faster thanjthe Blake, and 
could thus prey upon our commerce without let or 
bh cdrance.”

CLASSICAL COURSE 
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THE inspections by Regular Army officers of Na- 
tional Guard encampments are about to commence 
for the season of 1691. Georgia will put her troops 
into camp at Savannah next week, and Lieutenant, 
J. B. Erwin and C. P. Terrett, U. 8. A., will be there 
to see, 
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“THE President bas appointed Albert D. Niskern, 
of Michigan, late 24 lieutenant, 20th Lofantry, a 24 
lieutenant of infantry, to rank from Aprill4. He 
will be assigned to the 20th Infantry. Heis a grad- 
uate of West Point, who resigned his commission in 
1887 to engage in business in Michigan. He secured 
his restoration largely through the effort of Gen. 
Cutcheon. This is the first civilian appointment 
made tothe Army by the poms Administration, 
but it will not be the last, as 20 or 25 more vacancies 
in the grade of 2d lieutenant will be filled from this 
class of candidates after the graduates bave been 
disposed of. 








* BLUE-JACKET,” in auothber column, gives naval 
fozssils—if there be any—some excellent advice 
which they will do well to heed. A man who can 
find no better argument against a proposition for 
change than that some naval officer in 1699 did not 
approve of it is badly off for a reason. How 
many naval officers of that day approved of the 
aboliiion of flogging, the press gang and other 
abuses that have gradually given way in the pro- 
gress of enlightenment? It may be true that naval 
men are the fashionablest folks there is,’’ but we 
know none of them who study Noah on navigation 
and the customs of the Service.”’ 








AS the result of the first week’s work of the Army 
Medical Board in New York City, for the examina- 
tion of candidates for the Medical Corps, four 
withdrew to come up again in October, two were 
rejected, and three were accepted, Benjamin 
Brooke, son of Surgeon Brooke; G. M. Wells and 
H. L. Shiveley. The Board will finish the examina- 
tion of the second cliss this week, and will com- 
mence with the third next, week. 


ADSUM! 


Ir the Italians should find occasion to venture 
with hostile intent in American waters they would 
learn that the experience acquired during our civil 
war is not yet lost tous. We have still in service 
in the Army and Navy men without their superiors 
anywhere in military ability and the knowledge of 
war. The moment the Government of the United 
States was prepared to say to them, as it would 
be in the event of war, ‘‘ the resources of this 
nation of sixty-three millions of people are at your 
disposal, gentlemen,” there would be a change in 
the situation little short of marvellous. If they 
have not large means now under their control, our 
officers are thoroughly well equipped with the ex- 
perience and information required to enable them 
to make the best possible use of what they have, 
and to skilfully develop and apply the warlike pos- 
sibilities of the nation. Even some of those now re- 
tired for age have not reached theage at which Von 
Moltke began his chief triumphs: in no respect do 
they lack the capacity to make the best possible use 
of their tried abilities. At the bare suggestion that 
their services might be needed, our military author- 
ities bestirred themselves and the note of prepara- 
tion was heard at Willets Point and elsewhere. 

The Italian ironclads would have difficulty enough 
in getting across the ocean in good fighting condi- 
tion, and with coal enough to keep them under steam 
for a sufficient length of time. Once ‘here their 
troubles would ouly begin. The spectacle of Italian 
armorclads sailing serenely up the harbor of New 
York may amuse the imagination of the daily news- 
paper scribes, but the attempt would be found any- 
thing but amusing to the Italians themselves. What 
do the editorial gentlemen suppose Generals Henry 
L. Abbot and Cyrus B. Comstock, Colonels Geo. L. 
Gillespie and Wm. R. King and others who might 
be named would be doing meantime? And ready 
to reinforce them we have in the Corps of Engineers 
a grand body of men, thoroughly trained in the ap- 
plication of science to war and, if not exactly in the 
first flush of youthful enthusiasm, still full of 
manly vigor and with a patriotic zeal that has been 
tempered in the heat of war. 

Going outside of the Engineering Corps see what 
men we have here at our very gates, ready to apply 
to any emergency the ripened training of large expe- 
1ience! If an enemy should seek to enter by way 
of Long Island Sound, Willets Point would give 
them some hints as to the hidden dangers of that 
channel. Should they strive to come into New 
York Harbor by way of Sandy Hook they would 
find the energetic and active Langdon guarding one 
side of the channel, and Lodor, an artillerist par 
excellence, on the other, and both under the com: 
mand of that old Army commander, Gen. Howard, 
with Gen. Schofield, the hero of Franklin, in con- 
trol at Washington. 

These aretypes of men who might be named in- 
definitely, and from whom to select would seem to 
be invidious. We may lack in material, but we are 
rich in men, and behind our Army stands a nation 
excelling all others in wealth and in the quick adap- 
tation of their resources to meeting of new con- 
ditions. Asto our gallant Navy, though still in 
the formative stage, it would be able to give good 
account of itself. The number of men on our naval 
list who have given actual proof of capacity as naval 
commanders, such as no living Italian has thus far 
shown, 1s sufficient to give ample assurance of 
skilful leadership. If any one doubt 1t let him scan 
our list of naval officers, active and retired, and 
recall their services. 








On Monday next, April 20, the Army will lose by 
retirement for age the active services of that veteran 
soldier, Brevet Major-General John Gibbon, 
Brigadier General, U. S. A., the present commander 
of the Division of the Pacific and the Departments 
of California and the Columbia. From the time he 
left the Military Academy, in 1847, until now, his 
services have been most distinguished in the field 
and in the other spheres of his military duties. 
After graduation he served for many years in the 
artillery, and in 1862 was appointed a brigadier- 
general of volunteers, and in 1864 a major-general, 
His brevets for gallantry on the field range from 
major to major-general, and he bears honorable 
wounds received in battle at Fredericksburg and at 
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Gettysburg. When the wer closed he returned to 
the line and in 1869 was promoted colonel of the 
7th Infantry and in 1885 was appointed a brigadier- 
general. A thorough soldier, a scholar, and an 
officer of high literary abilities, of sterling worth 
and soldierly qualities, John Gibbon has in every 
circumstance of his life been an honor to his 
country, which he has served so well, and now re- 
tires amid the good wishes of his comrades in arms 
and of the nation at large. 








GENERAL O. O. Howarp, U.S. A.,and William 
Willard Howard combine their efforts to inform 
the readers of the N. Y. World for Sunday, April 12, 
as to the prospect that New York will be blown out 
of the water by the Italian men-of-war. The Gen- 
eral presents the argument showing the need of 
coast deferices, and his namesake tells us how little 
we have to fear from an Italian attack, even as mat~ 

ers stand. He ridicules the idea of the foreign ves- 
els circulating around in the deep water pocket off 
Coney Island and bombarding New York at their 
leisure. The ships draw 30 feet, are very slow and 
clumsy in their movements, and iu the deep water 
pocket the depth ranges from 22 to 43 feet, and 
the shallow places are scattered about like stones in 
a hayfield. They would have to run by Sandy 
Hook with buoys removed and without a pilot, 
through a chanvel planted thick with torpedoes 
and submarine mines and tbe forts in the harbor 
taking a lively hand in the discussion. Concluding, 
Mr. Howard says: “ Persons interested in this mat- 
ter have only to consult the Government charts to 
learn the dangers of pavigation in and about New 
York barbor, and have only to visit the forts in the 
bay to see that there are plenty of big end little 
cups that can at least protect a whole harborful of 
torpedo piants.”” He quotes in suppori of bis opin- 
ions General H. L. Abbot, who says: “*{ am in favor 
of a more ®flicient defence of the harbor, yet at the 
same time I do not take the extreme view that we 
are entirely defenceless, or that a foreign ironclad 
could shell the city from deep water off the coast.” 
Concerning this subject the Loudon Army and 
Navy Gazette says: *‘The splendid fleet which Italy 
possesses has been built to fight in Mediterranean 
waters, and there are few of its ships that would 
not be at a great disadvantage if sent to any dis- 
tance from their base. Not to mention lack of 
coaling and docking accommodation, which would 
be sure to militate against the successful operations 
of an Italian fleet, the seizure of a portion of the 
American sbore suitable for the purpose being out 
of the question, there is hardly one of their modern 
ships in which something essential to efficiency in 
carrying on operations at such a distance from home 
has not been sacrificed to obtain some other quality 
which will stand them in good stead if fighting near 
their own waters. The much-advertised Piemonte 
isa case in point, as any ope acquainted with her 
demerits as wel) as her good points will allow.” 








Some of our wise contemporaries seem to be much 
better informed concerning Secretary Proctor’s in- 
tentions with reference to the Vermont Senatorship 
tnan the Secretary himself. They tell us that he 
does not aspire to this office, whereas the Secretary 
himself says frankly and honestly: ‘‘Should the 
position, in due time, Be offered to me with the 
hearty approval and good will of the people of the 
State, | should scarcely feel at liberty to decline the 
honor and the opportunity to serve them who bave 
so many times showed their confidence in me. But 
the Senator’s resignation does not take effect unti; 
next November, and in the meantime Gov. Page 
has plenty of time to carefully weigh the matter 
and take such action as he deems to be best for the 
interests of the State and mostin accord with the 
wishes of her people.’’ We have never said that 
Secretary Proctor was a“ candidate” for Senator 
from Vermont. As hesays: ‘ ltisnotand has never 
been within my memory considered as a place per- 
mitting any candidacy in the usual sense. That it is 
Senator Edmunds's wish to have him for his successor 
we do not doubt and that this wish will be approved 
of by the appointing power we do pot question. Of 
coursé, the appointment of Mr. Proctor involves bis 
resigpation from his present position, which was 
predicted in the JOURNAL a month ago. 








Tue report in a despatch from New Haven that 
* Professor C. A. L. Totten of Yale”’ had anuounced 
the winding up of the world before 1900 sent a 
shiver over the entire country, but the tension has 
been temporarily relieved by the announcement 
that this is only the beginning of the thousand 
years, during which Satan is to be sealed up and we 
are to realize the dull monotony of universal virtue. 
As the final end is a million years off, most of us can 
ropose serevely in the confidence of those who do 
not care what happens, so long asit does not hap- 
pen tothem. As Satan is to go on the retired list so 
soon, however, it may be well for officers of the 


Army and Navy to stop to consider what effect his 
withdrawal from business will have upon their pro- 
fessional prospects. Perhaps Lieut. Totten may be 
able to draw the horoscope of their future, and it 
would seem to bea duty he owes to those whose busi- 
ness he so seriously threatens. Are there any open- 
ings in the prophetic line, and is the occupation 
profitable and agreeable ? If none of these questions 
can be satisfactorily answered could a postponement 
beyond 1900 be obtained long epough to secure 
places upon the retired list for officers now in active 
service? As for the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL, it 
has always been an organ of the Church militant,and_, 
by a proper change of name, might be accepted by 
the very elect as av organ of the Church trium- 
phant. Perhaps Lieut. Totven could be persuaded 
to edit it, in which case we should bave ‘a corner” 
on the millenia] business. Speaking of Lieut. Tot- 
ten’s prophecy the Brooklyn Times says: ‘* March, 
1899. Let's see! That should be about the middle of 
President Blaine’s second term. Wealways did have 
a good deal of confidence in ‘Our Jim,’ but we didn’t 
go quite so far as to imagine that his Administration 
would culminate in the millennium. But if the 
Bible says 80, that settles it.”’ 








WE regret that the length of the address delivered 
in Boston by Secretary Tracy prevents its publica- 
tion in the JoURNAL. In a measure it presents views 
which bave already been made known through the 
columns of this paper, but it is all sound and sensi- 
ble, and worthy of the most careful consideration 
of judicious readers. The Secretary truly says: 

“T believe that it is generally conceded that this bas 
been a working rather than a talking Administra 
tion, and | venture to express the hope that at the 
close of its term it will be as generally conceded 
that the business of the Government has been car- 
ried on with the same close attention, the same 
fidelity, the same economy, the same effort to se- 
cure the highest possible results that characterize 
the successful management of the best conducted 
private enterprise.” 

Among his interesting statements concerning our 
new Navy he says: 

“Should a crisis arrive, { venture to assert that the 
protection of the United States will depend more 
upon these three battle ships and three cruisers 
than upon any other part of our naval force. 

** Since the publication of Mr. Biles’s remarks, the 
naval attache at London bas written under date of 
March 24: ‘The paper on our new construction is 
the talk of the service clubs, and has produced a 
profound impression. It is generally acknowledged 
that the desigus are in advance of their last here.’’’ 

The order we this week publish, directing the re- 
organization of the working force of the Brooklyn 
Yard on the basis of civil service examinations, gives 
the best possible proof of the sincerity of Secretary 
Tracy's declaration on the subject of the divorce of 
Naval administration from politics. [¢ marks a 
new era, and its significance is shown by the con- 
sternation it bas produced among the political 
borses. 








THE matter of the Brigadier Generalship to be 
filled April 20th is understood to have been settled 
before the departure of President Harrison, but 
nothing is known as to tbe conclusion. It is re- 
ported that the President has been considering the 
advisability of giving all the colonels who retire 
during the present year the rank of Brigadier Gen- 
eral. Should this plan be adopted, Colonel Dodge 
would get the next appointment, and he would be 
followed in turn by Cols. Gibson, Mizner, Smith and 
Kautz. It is by no means certain, however, that 
be has adopted such a plan. 








Mr. F. B. GLoveER, of Los Angeles, has compiled a 
very handy list of retirements, promotions, etc., in 
the Quartermaster’s Department, U. S. A., with 
changes which will occur in the ordipary way up to 
1919. If all runs smoothly Captain Chas. H. [ngalls 
will become Quartermaster-General in 1917 and will 
be retired for agein 1919. Tbe compilation is a most 
interesting one. 








Tue President bas directed thata part of the I[n- 
dian service be placed under civil service rules. The 
order will apply to superintendents of schools, 
teavhers, matrons, physicians and farmers—about 
1,200 personsin all. The rules cannot be extended 
over the Indian agents without the authority of 
Congress. 








Tue President will have the appointment of four 
cadets at large to the West Point Military Academy 
during the present fiscal year for admission in 1592. 
There are already a large number of candidates, 
principally sons of Army and Navy officers.

ANCIENT AND MODERN SLUEJACKETS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


I swe the statement made that the proposition to 
withdraw marines from sbips was made as early as 
1699 and booted at by naval commanders, basing 
their demand for them upon the proposition that 
they could never bring one in ten of the sailors *‘ so 
muck as to endeavor at the exercise of small arms.” 
To-day, 1891, about 200 years later, we bare the fol- 
lowing report of the recent target practice with 
small arms by one of the ships of the squadron of 
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evolution at Tampa:

“A™ target, 200 yards............... 32.7 verct. 284 per ct. 
A™ target, 300 yards,.............. Tperct. 199 ver ct. 
“B” target, 300 yards, from a boat. 21.3 perct. 16.8 per ct. 

'B” target, 300 yards, practice of 
riflemen from the ship.... ... 19.8 perct. 119 per ct. 


The bluejackets, therefore, beat the marines at 
every range and under every condition of firing, 
whetber asbore or afivai. In the practice from 
boats and from the ship, the strictly naval prac- 
tice, the marines were badly worsted. 

To 1891, therefore, the “necessity for marines” 
sfloat is vot so “irresistible” as it was in 1699. 
There 18 more reason “to be merry” over ancient 
history than over this score—a bit of modern his- 
tory. Siuce 1699 there appears to bave been a 
obange, though some people—naval Rip Van Win- 
kles—haven't awakeved to it as yet. The Navy is 
suffering now from too much ancient bistory and 
too many ancient ideas. Some of our naval officers 
should change their libraries. stow away musty 
volumes, and try to catch up with the procession.

FORBIGN CRITICISMS OF OCR NAVY. 


In the course of the debate on American war, 
ships before the Institute of Nuva! Architects, to 
“which we last week referred, Sir Natbl. Barn 
said that our cruisers by no means jusiified the great 
things in the way of speed promised of them. Their 
guns are too close to the deck and there will be 
difficulty in working them at sea. io comparisons 
of height, free and the beigbt of mounting 
should be taken together. The “ Pirate” was put 
down at 750 tons of coal at the designed draucht. He 
would like to know her draught with the 2,000 tons 
she could carry. The absence of fast ocean liners wag 
sufficient excure for building such a ship as No. 12, 
Admiral Sir John Hay, on the contrary, thought 
that this was a remarkable vessel and that Eogiand 
should have some lke it. Admiral de Horsey 
was giad to see that the Americans stuck to the 
water-line belt. He believed the water-line beit 


_Was the chief thing. 


The London Times of April 6 bas an interesting 
letter from its Powladelpbhia correspondent on the 
new American Navy. In ao editorial accompany- 
ing it the Times says: 

“ With the international issues involved in Amer- 
ica's new policy we are not concerned. Exch nation 
must be the judge for itself of matters affecting its 
strength and security. it is not for England, whose 
pant f existence depends upoo her power at sea, to 
witbbold ter sympatby from the efforts of ber chil. 
dren across the Atlantic, to tread in her own foot- 
steps; but the growth of the new American Navy 
bas an interest for us independent of national waves 
and naval constructors. The statesmen of a nation 
which already possesses a distinguished aod even 
glorious naval tradition, renowned tor the novelty 
and audacit; of its mechanical inventiveness, are 
now dealing independently and, aa seeme to mary, 
rather too boldly and light heartedly with the prob. 
— with whivh we have long been engaged our- 
selves, 

The article then quotes Mr. Tracy's estimate of 
armored cruiser No. 12, and says: 

“its consideration is of great moment, and must 
be taken into cunsideration before tbis and otber 
new veseels can be taken at the estimate of their 
designers.” 

Then follows a critical comparison of the new 
American vessels with the latest types of those em- 
ployed by Eogland, which is entirely in favor of 
the latter country, the chief authority for this being 
Mr. White, the naval constructor. It next oriti- 
cizes the ipureased armament as likely talead to the 
guns interfering with one another, ano says Bog- 
lish vessels are the best with regard to such quali- 
ties as speed and the carrying of coal. Oa this sub- 
ject it save: ‘ 

“No. 12 could not catch the City of Paris or the 
Teutonic in time of war with afuli supply of coal, 
aud if she could not she would rua the 1i-k of being 
caught by the Blake, whieh was built to run.” 

The article conciudes ia the following maoner: 

** Nevertheless, all the naval authorities of this 
country will watch the performances of the newer 
sbips of the new American Navy with the utmost 
interest and attention. Our own extensive experi- 
ence aod frequent disappointments at the contrast 
between the expectation and the reality, between 
theory and practice and between calculations on 
paper and real z-d resuits at sea bave made usa 
little more cautious and distrustful of innovation 
tban behooves an ud venturous and ingenious people 
like our American cousins. If the greater boldners 
of the American designers is really based on sound 
judgment and not merely on lack of exverience we 
need not regret it. We shall io the long run profit 
by their experience, whether it results in failure or 
success."

In the French re- 
port we find a suggestion made about its use which 
contains a valuable hint. It is advised that the 
rapge-fin Jer, coupled wi'b a sextant. should be util- 
ized to find the height of an enemv’s mast bead, a 
matter which must always be doubtful at the be- 
ginving of an engagement, but which, having been 
satixfactorily ascertained, no difficulty could after- 
wards be experienced, even if the instrument was 
put out of order in getting the range.” 





Lieut. G. N. Whistler, U. 8. A., is reported as say- 
ing of the Brown eun: * When the plugs bad been 
taken out we found that the segmental tube which 
forms the basis of the Brown eun had been sub- 
jected to a powder pressure of 58,200 pounds to the 
square inch witbout injury or perceptible expansion. 
We found also that what caused the breech plugs to 
tighten was the breaking of the lining tube, ad- 
mitting the escape of gas around the plugs. This 
eracs ip the I'ning tube was due apparently toa 
flaw or blow-hole inthe metal, which acted as a 
starting point for the escape of gas. In spite of 
snail appropriations for the Army aud Navy, the 
United States is ys! abead of the world in gun 
construction. Tbe 8-inch Army gun ie the best of 
its cal: bre made any where, and the development of 
gun construction in the Navy under the admirable 
administration of Commodore Folger bas produced 
guns that bave no equal. [t may be said that the 
Army and Navy have reached the highest possible 
degree of «efficiency in built uo guns. Any advance 
must be in the dev+lopment of a new system, and in 
my opinion the sy-tem devised by Mr. Brown is the 
system of the future.” 





We received some week« ago blue print drawings 
of plane prepared bv the Naval Bureau of Ordnance 
for a bydraulic diwappearing mouot for 10-inch 
bree%h-loading rifles. It is intended to adopt these 
carriages on the monitors, just as the ppeumatic 
gun carriage is to bs used on the Terror. Circular 
breastworks of steel are erected around tbe gup, 
which, operated by the disappearing mechanism, is 
raixed and lowered for firing and loading respect- 
ively. The gun rests on two large arms, the lower 
ends of which are keyed to the two ends of the axis 
of a horizontal cylinder. This cylinder is divided 
into twe equal compartments bya fixed diapbraem. 
Attacbed to the hor:zontal axis are two plates. The 
water, under a pressure of 800 poundsa square incb, 
is admitted into the compartments, and the gun is 
forced into the +levated or discharge position. On 
firing, the recoil is resisted by the bearing of tbe 
plates on the water, wh‘ch is forced through little 
grooves ata rate sufficient to bring the gun to an 
easy stop at the loading position. A steam pump 
attacbed to the mechanism serves water for the 
cylinder. 





The Ordnance Department of the Army will 
shortly commence the coustruction of 16 36 inch 
B L. field mortars, the forgings baving been adver- 
tised for last week. These mortars ure intended for 
vertical fire against the personnel : f an enemy pro- 
tected by intrepchments or inequalities of the field 
from the direct fire of the field guns. They are con- 
sidered especially valuable for usein lodian cam- 
puigns. A sample mortar of this type was built by 
tbe Ordnance Department last year, and theexperi- 
meuts with it have been remarkably, successful. 
The mortar .« to take the place in the Service of the 
old Coeboro smoote bore mortar. tt is, however, 
much more powerful, accurate and far-reaching 
than that pieve. ita range is ab»ut two miles. It 
fires the same projectile as the 36 steel deld guns, 
The tutal length of bore is 18.9 inches. The field of 
fire, with shel! and shrapnel, willembraceall ranges 
from 8v0 to 3,500 yards, using reduved charges of

The Times correspondent at Plymouth states that 
an examination has been concluded by professional 
“viewers " into the condition of the magazine rifi-s 
of the Dorset Pegiment at Plymouth, and as the re 
sult 61 out of 750 rifles have been condemned and 
returned to Birmingham. No less than 361 main- 
eprings were found to be broken, and 216 of the 
magezine springs. This illustrates the extreme 
weakness of the springs, but it is alleged that the 
defects of the Dorset r'fice are greatly due to expo- 
sure in wet weather at Bilston Camp. Some of the 
barrele were found to be bulged by the bullets. 





Bids were opened at the Navy Department on 
April 15'h fora number of machine tools for the 
New York and Boston Navy-vards, and for steel 
pilates and gun forgings. The bids for the latter 
were 9s follows: For six-inch B. L. R..

The Board on Magazise Arms meton Tuesday at 
the Armv Building, New York City, with Gen. Au- 
gust V. Kautz, Cole, Robert H. Halland George W. 
McKee, avd Capt. Stanhope EB. Biunt present. Capt. 
Freeman is ill in Washington, and Capt. Anderson 
the remaining member, is now Superiatendent ot 
the Yellowstone National Park. The Wetteren 
amokeless powder is now heing made up into cart- 
Tidges. It closely resembles ordinary guapowder, 
being made io hard black cubes, baving very little 
lustre and a strong odor resembling epee The 
preliminary tests held last week showed it to givea 
velocity of nearly 1.900 feet, with an initial pressure 
of 47,000 pounds. It was decided that at the next 
meeting of the Board, to be beld at the Springfield 
Armory next month, the Danish Mannlicher and 
Schmidt rifies should be tried.

Before the Institution of Naval Architects, M. 
Barber, engineer of the Creusot Works, read « paver 
on “Recent [Improvements in Armor for Vessels,” 
the conclusion of which was tbat 19 91! trials epoken 
of, setting aside a plate that was defective through 
its manufacture being burried, the Schneider plates 
menvufactured by means of the process modified in 
1880, had unquestionably kept out the project les 
better than apy other plates. The author did not 
see the pecessity of seeking so earnestly the suppres- 
sion of cracks since they do not exercise any ipflu- 
ence upon perforation. By giving the steel a lamin- 
ated structure, assisted by the introduction of 
nickel, it is possible to keep back the apparition of 
cracks, but the author did not think rhat by any 
wetal they could be done away with al'ogether. In 
the discussion that followed, M~. Alexander W:lson, 
of Camme!l and Co., said that there was nothing in 
the paper to show that all steel armor was better 
than compound armor, and it was a proposition 
which the sneaker was prepared to contradict. As 
one of the largest makers of steel armor, as well as 
of compound armor. bis firm was in a position to 
form an unbiassed opinion. The compunu armor 
broke up the forged ste+l sb ll, but as arvule steel 
plates are penetrated, and with high explosives it 
was a serious matter to penetrate. Tney had just 
been passing througb an extensive series of experi- 
ments, and had reduced the penetration of plat+s 
extensively. Mr. White saked if the speaker would 
give the result of the Russian trixla. Mr. Wilson 
said that they bad been mort satisfactory, and that 
the compound armor bad acted in a1 admirable 
manner, keeping out the steel shell and also with- 
standing the explosive sbel!. Mr. Ellis, of Jobo 
Brown and Co., limited, cslled attention to the fact 
that M Barber admi:ted the infenority of steel to 
compound plates in the resistaace of common snell. 
That, the speaker thougbt, was the most vital con- 
sideration, for, ina naval engagement, where one 
forged steel] shell was fired, there would be 50 or 100 
common shell. Another point to be remembered 
was that in a naval engagement a large proportion 
of shots strike obliquely, and the bard face showed 
to greater advantuge io this respect. Mr. Hall, of 
Jessop and Co., brought out the curious fact that 
while he was on bis way to this country to gobble 
up all the nickel, on behalf of a ** Nickel-steel Syn- 
dicate,” the United states Government headed him 
off bv purcbasing a million dollars worth of nickel. 
Mr. W. H. White, who spoke for the Admiralty, 
pointed out thatit was true universally that shipa 
of war could be put out of action without destroy- 
ing side armor, and, therefore, 1t would be easy to 
muke the mistake of devoting too much attention 
to armor pierciog projectiles.

It was both an instruction and a pleasure to wit- 
ness the wing dril], Lieut. Col. Harding in command, 
on Tuesday evening, April 14, at the armory in 
Brooklyn. Adjutant’s call sounded at 8.18, and the 
formation which followed was an example of 
yromptoess and precision. These comments might 
be applied to the entire drill. Among many other 
thirgs noticeable, which indicate discipline in a 
regiment, was the respect paid to the colors by those 
ip the vicinity when they were received by the 
color guard. 

The details of the drill it is scarcely important for 
us to notice, as every movement bore the mark of 
previous instruction of officers and guides. Mistakes 
by officers were few and trifling, guides showed 
thorough familiarity with their duties, and the 
markers were particularly active and intelligent, 
posting themselves correctly in every instance with- 
out the supervision of a field officer. The distinct 
tone in which the commanding officer vave bis com- 
mands did much to make the drill a success, and the 
unmisconstruable language for which Col. Harding 
hecame noted when adjutant of the 22d was brought 
into play, making repetition of instruction unneces- 
sary. Whatever straggling occurred was due to the 
carelessness of individuals in the ranks. The 
cadence was perfect, which is seldom true ion armory 
drills. Simultaneous and successive fo-mations 
were well executed, and the manner in which every 
detail was looked after by the C. O., without loss of 
time, was refreshing. So frequently in the Na- 
tional Guard, corrections are either omitted or are 
made at such a sacrifice of time as to make dri'l« 
paiofully dull and tiresome. The manual was good, 
and ployments and deployments were rapidly exe- 
euted. By instruction of the commanding officer, 
after dismissal of the battalion, the companies re- 
ceived from their cap‘ains practice and instruetion 
in inspection exercises. 

The cornerstone of the new 13th Regiment armory will be 
laid Deeoration day. On June 24 the regiment will partici- 
pate in the ceremonies connected with the unveiling of the 
Beecher statue. 


THE NAVAL MILITIA, 


Ly bis address io Boston last week Secretary Tracy 
ot the Navy Department said: : 

* Not the least among theimportant steps in recent 
naval progress is one for which Boston is eatitled to 
no small share of credit. Toe Department has for 
some time been convinced of the absolute necessity 
of providing areserve force to meet the wants of 
the Navy in time of emergency, and to stand in the 
same relation to it that the militia bears to the 
Army. Massachuserts has been the first State to pass 
a statute authorizing a naval militia. The first naval 
battalion was mustered in a year ago, and its pro- 
gress bas been watched from Washiagton with the 
closest interest. ‘be success which has attended the 
work justified me in recommending that an appro- 
priation be made by Congress to provide arms for 
the naval militia. his was done at the last session, 
and L hope and believe that the movement thus be- 
gun in Massachusetts will be the commencement of 
a fully organized and equipped paval militia ou the 
shores of the lakes and in every seacoast State of 
the Union—a result bardly second io importance to 
apy reform tbat could be accomplished in the vaval 
organization.”

Fourteenth New York.—Col. Harry W. Mitchell, 


AT the regular weekly drill of Co. D on April 7, 16 files 
were present at roil call, Tne company was turned over to 
Lieut. Castell, wbo exercised itin marchiog. There was no 
left guide in the column of fours, altbougn there was a cor- 
poral ip the line of file-clusers who could bave been detailed 
as guide. This, however, was remedies after the captain 
had takeo command of the company. The marching rigbt 
oblique was bad, the men failing to cover aud the fours dii 
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on the left, iastead of taking short steps, marked time and 
were forced to give rear. In marching in column 
of fours the leading guide bad too much distance from_ the 
jeading four; this, however. was the fault of the guide of 
the four who should cover the sergeant at the prover dis- 
tance. There was also too much distance in marching by 
the flank ; when the direction was changed there were gaps 
between the men in the fours. In marching by the flank 
there should be facing distance only. In executing on 
right and left into line some of the fours halted on the 
line and 4d instead of halting in the rear and dressing 
upontheline in marching fours left the leading guide 
marched on the wrong flank, and in executing left wheel 
from a halt the guide on the pivot should stand fast and not 
take bis position in line until the command front, and 
other guide does not halt with hiscompany, but continue bis 
march until his breast touches the arm of the instructor, 
when he balts and maintains his position. In executing the 
manual of arms the company lacked snup and precision, 
end the order arms was executed with too much of a bang. 
Io forming double rank from single, when the movement 
was completed, it was found that the fours were too close ; 
the men should bave kept the distance of 32 inches in clos- 
ing up. it was, when the command was given fours 
left, the fours could not get into their prover positions, 
The turn out of the company was good, and with a little

In executing to the left close column of companies, the 
guide of the third company came to support arms before 
bis company Was dres-ed ; he should come to support arms 
with his company. While in column of tours, in executing 
tours left, the commandant of the third company ordered 
the rear guide ot the preceding company to the rear, in 
order that a man of bisown company could be the guide. 
This is an error ; the rear euide ot the preceding company 
becomes the leadirg guide of the rear company. The 
movements, on the rigbt close of companies, close column 
on first company and deploying was quickly done In exe- 
cuting rigbt of companies to the rear into column, the sec- 
ond and third companies were marched too far to the right 
before the command tours left was given. The left guides 
were slow in taking their proper positions. 

In marching io column of fours, the left guide of the bat- 
talion invariably marched on the wrong flank or in the line 
- file closers ; his positiou is always tarthest trom the file 
closers. 

In executing companies on right into line, the right 
guides of the second and tourth companies in executing 
the right turn remained at a right shoulder instead ot com- 
ing toa —_—. f i 

When the battalion is marching forward, guide centre, 
the colors and general guides should come out in front of 
the battalion. 

The movements, left of companies to the rear into col- 
umn, close column on first company, right in front, were 
well done. 

Tu executing close column on firet company, left in front, 
the guides of the fourth and fifth companies when faced tu 
the rear came to support arms with their companies ; they 
should wait until they executed about face. 

The movement in columns of companies, and then com- 

panies left front into line, was poorly done ; the distance 
was bad, and when the movement was completed the line 
was too crowded, 
ln executing companies right wheel from a halt, the com- 
mandunt ot the third company dressed his company from 
the right instead of the left, and the left guides were slow 
in taking their positions. Tne battalion went through the 
loadings and firings and the manual of arms, which was 
well done. Tne attendapce was very poor; about 150 men 
in line.

INSTRUCTION ORDERS. 


THE recent General Order issued from the Adjutant Gen. 
eral’s Office of New York on military etiquette has at- 
tracted a great deal of attention throughout the country, 
and uest bas been received from quite a number of other 
States for permission to issue a copy of the same in full. I[t 
was a very useful order. Another valuable order shortly 
to be issued. from Gen. Porter’s office is one on “ office 
duties." This order will be found of great service to adju- 
tants, captains, Ist sergeants, company clerks, and others 
who engage in military clerical work. 
Adjt.-Gen. Porter, of New York, in G. O. 8, March 31, 1891, 
in pamphlet form, attaches a synopsis of the duties of ad. 
vanced guards, reconooitering parties. flankers, rear guards, 
outposts, and vatrols, prepared for the instructiou 
of the National Guerd of the State. Attention is called to 
the fact that sound judgement must apply the general prin- 
ciples set. forth to each particular situation; that officers 
should be provided with good field glasses and be able to 
Prepare plain topographical sketches of the country in 
which they sre operating; that each officer and non-com- 
missioned officer should possess a compass; that when 
the prescribed duties are practiced for instruction, civilians 
living within the lines or passing through them must be 
treated courteously and the movement explained to them, 
so that they will not construe it to be an improper interfer- 
ence; that under no circumstances and at no time should 
thev be fired at; nor should their dwellings be entered or 
their avocations interfered with ; and that the formations 
for the march of advanced guards, given in the plates at- 
tached, are only types of such, and that the distances are 
not in any sense to be taken as absolute, but are only serv- 
ing a8 a rougb approximation in open country. Further- 
more, that outposts, advanced and rear cuards, aod patrols 
pey no bonors, which is, however, not to be construed that 
and or rifle salutes should be omitted, or the presence of 
an officer ignored, when the same do not lead to exposure, 
and that in the execution of these duties, as well as in all 
other military duties, absolute obedience to orders re- 
quired; that under no circumst. can disobedi of 
orders be justified unless the orders are illegal, and that the 
The ona’ who questions the legality of an order, does so 
a Deril.

It appears that the 
bigbest iobabited placein the world is Galeria— 
a railwey¢ village in Peru, 15,635 ft. above the sea, or 
within 100 ft. of the summit of Mont Blanc, Near it 
a tunnel, 3,847 ft. long, is being bored through tbe 
peak of the mountain, 600 ft. above the perpetual 
soow line. The ra:lways of the Andes exhibit some 
of the most marvellous recults of engineering skill 
which tbe world contains.

They have been used to baa weather and 
they want bad weather, and will have nothing elee.
